Action Line 


Recently water rates in Rice were in- 


creased by $1.50, but the city council never 
voted on that Increase. In an incorporated 
city such as Rice, can rates be raked 
without such approval? This is hurting 
some of the older people here who need 
that money for food. 


The city government 
has no say in 


whether water rates in Rice are raised, 
Rice Mayor Ron Cavender said, because a 
community co-op operates the water 
company. 


Rice Water Supply & Sewer Co., a non- 


profit organization, supplies Rice, Alma, 
and surrounding rural areas with water it 
purchases from Lake Bardwell. 


Each water customer owns one share in 


that company and, therefore, has voting 
rights. A non-paid board of directors, 
elected annually by those stockholders, 
decides the rates to be charged customers, 
Cavender explained, giving each customer 
a say in the operation of the company. 


Negotiations are currently underway to 


buy water from Navarro Mills Lake rather 
than Bardwell, Cavender further noted. 


Why can the old school building in Angus 


be used by a private organization while 
other community groups like the city 
government and Community Water Supply 
are charged $10 to $15 for meeting there? 
We pay school taxes, if the old building is 
leased to the community, why is there a 
charge? 


The old Angus school building, owned by 


the Corsicana Independent School District, 
is leased to the Angus Community Center 
Association. That group, made up of 
residents of Angus, leases the building for 
$1 a year, an arrangement similar to that 
in several other communities which have 
been absorbed into the Corsicana School 
District. 


Euin Frank, business manager for the 


Corsicana district, said the contract which 
leases that school states that the people 
leasing the building keep it in reasonable 
repair and that it is "understood and 
agreed that this building is for public use 
for the people of the Angus community." 


The district, Frank said, leases these 


buildings to provide communities with a 
public meeting center. 


But Mrs. W. Kirk Steele, an officer with 


the Angus Community Center Association, 
said that group has voted not to rent the 
building to anyone but members of the 
organization. 


"People just didn't take the proper care 


of a rented building," she said of past 
experience with renting the old school. 
Noting that several times the building was 
left damaged, unclean or missing certain 
items, Mrs. Steele said the Association 
policy now is to allow only members to use 
the buildings for gatherings and meetings. 


She said the Association has numbered 


about 40 at the largest, and currently plans 
to hold a reorganization 
meeting in 


January. Work done on the building by the 
Association, she said, included a new roof 
and .some interior repairs. 


The Association donates the building at 


no charge for use by the city for public 
elections "no matter how they come out," 
Mrs. Steele noted.

There are eligibility for participants in 


those programs specified statewide by the 
University Intel-scholastic League, Cor-

Culwell said. For a student to participate 
on a team any given week, he must first 
have passed three "solid subjects" in the 
immediate preceding quarter of in- 
struction (until this year, semester of 
instruction), and the athlete must be 
passing three solid subjects at the time of 
his participation. 


"Solid subject" means required courses 


such as English, math, and history rather 
than electives such as shop and typing. 


Culwell pointed out that that means, a 


player can be ineligible one week and pull 
his grades up to passing the next, which 
would allow him to play. He would be out 
for an entire semester, however, if he 
failed to pass three solid subjects in a 
quarter. 


Are there any black LVN's or RN's 


employed at Medical Arts Clinic? I myself 
have had an application in since 1971.

There are currently no black LVN's or 


RN's employed at the Medical Arts Clinic, 
Administrator Don Bowen said, although 
there has been in the past.

"The Medical Arts Clinic follows the 


policy of non-discrimination in the hiring 
of all personnel," Bowen said in a 
statement concerning the clinic's hiring 
practices. "Employes are hired on the 
basis of their qualifications and the clinic 
need." 


Bowen noted that the clinic presently 


has ethnic minority employes working as 
technicians and as medical office staff. 
Commenting on the question, Bowen said 
clinic policy was to hire the best applicants 
regardless of their race. 


If you are still interested in the job, talk 


again with the Clinic. Bowen assured 
"Action Line" that all applicants receive 
equal consideration. 


Who's responsible for turning out the 


lights on the tennis courts in the city 
parks? I've been by there as late as 2 a.m. 
and they're still on. 


That responsibility belongs to the last 


persons who use the courts, Public Works 
Director Larry DeMoss said. Normally, he 
explained, organizations that belong to the 
city's tennis association are the last ones 
on the courts and they are supposed to turn 
the lights off.

ENNIS - Units from fire 


departments in 10 to 12 cities 
were called here yesterday 
around 2 p.m. to help contain a 
fire in downtown Ennis which 
destroyed the Cost Plus Store in 
the 100 block of NW Main St. 


Ennis Fire Chief D.D. Day 


said 
the 
Waxahachie Fire 


Department was called for help, 
but in addition, units from 
Midlothian, Maypearl, Scurry, 
DeSoto, 
Seven 
Points 
and 


Ferris also showed up to battle 
the blaze. The Corsicana Fire 
Department waited at the Ennis 
Fire Station as a back-up in 
case another fire occurred. 


"We certainly appreciate the 


response from all the other 
departments," Day said. "It's 
because of their help that the 
Cost Plus was the only one that 
burned." A cafe to the north and 
a jewelry store to the south, 
each of which shared a common 
brick wall with the Cost Plus 
Store, 
suffered 
almost 
no 


damage. The cafe was open for 
business this morning and the 
jewelry store is expected to be 
open tomorrow. 


TWO FIREMEN were injured 


in the blaze, which at 10 a.m. 
this 
morning 
was 
still 


smoldering. Bobby G. Lyon, 25, 
of 
the 
Midlothian 
Fire 


Department, 
suffered 
a 


severely cut right hand when 
the store's front plate glass 
window shattered. He was 
taken to Baylor Hospital in 
Dallas for surgery. 


The other injury occurred to 


Rocky Harber, 25, of the Ennis 
Fire 
Department. 
Harber 


suffered torn ligaments in his 
left knee when he fell from a 
ladder where he had been 
holding a fire hose. Day said the 
injury occurred just as the 
store's roof caved in, but said 
someone had run over the hose 
Harber was holding, momen- 
tarily cutting off the water. The 
surge, 
when 
the 
pressure 


returned is probably 
what 


caused Harber to fall, Day said. 


Day praised the work of all 


firemen at the scene and also 
the Ennis Police Department, 
who helped to keep the spec- 
tators 
and 
traffic 
away. 


"Everyone involved really did a 
tremendous job," said Day, who 
himself was on his way back 
from Houston when the fire 
broke out. Lt. Freddie Santos of 
the Ennis Fire Department 
directed the operation. 


DAY SAID ALTHOUGH no 


attempt had yet been made to 
determine the cause of the fire, 
it was suspected that it started 
in the southwest corner of the 
building. "That's where all the 
paint, oil and thinner was kept 
and that's also the only place 
where the floor burned, so we'll 
probably start looking for the 
cause in that vicinity," Day 
said. 


Although the blaze was under 


control in approximately 1% 
hours, several Ennis Firemen 
were still at the scene this 
morning,

the 


smoldering "hot spots." Day 
said no estimate of damage was 
yet available, although it would 
be considerable because of the 
large inventory the store had. 
Clean-up

will 


probably begin tomorrow. 


Roof collapses

Ninety to 95 per cent of the 


. proposed new state constitution 


is a needed restatement and 
clarification of the present 
constitution, State Sen. Ron 
Clower told a local group here 
yesterday. 


Addressing a meeting of the 


Noon Lions Club, Clower urged 
that group to make their own 
decision 
regarding 
the 


document, rather than allowing 
"people with something to 
gain" to make the decision for 
them. While endorsing all eight 
of the propositions, Clower told 
the group not to decide on the 
basis of what he said, either. 


Clower 
noted that con- 


stitutions have never been held 
sacred by Texans, and that the 
present constitution is the sixth 
that has governed the state. 


THE 
SENATOR 
ALSO 


disputed several charges made 
against the constitution by its 
opponents. Addressing himself 
to what he termed the "decision 
makers" aspect of each of the 
eight propositions, Clower said 
most of the charges made 
against the new document are 
misrepresentations 
of 
the 


constitution and many spring 
from special interests. 


Clower denied charges that 


the constitution is a liberal 
document, saying that it is 
neither a liberal or conservative 
proposal. Clower noted the 
constitution 
has 
received 


..support and opposition from 


both political factions. As an 
example, he noted the House 
Speaker Bill Clayton, a political 
conservative, is supporting the 
document while the Civil 
Liberties Union has opposed it. 


"A DOCUMENT OF this 


length and scope cannot be 
expected to please everyone on 
every issue," Clower said, "but 
to say that it's all bad is 
asinine." 


The portion of proposition I 


that will likely decide how most 


people will vote, Clower said, 
were the provisions for annual 
sessions and a state salary 
commission. Clower defended 
both changes as needed and 
denied that annual sessions will 
result in a deluge of new 
legislation. 


"The demand for laws does 


not arise in the legislature," 
Clower reminded the crowd, 
"the legislature responds to 
problems from the citizens." He 
further detailed the frequency 
of special sessions of the 
legislature, called because the 
body does not meet annually. 


Answering the claim that the 


new document will cost the 
taxpayers more money, Clower 
noted that the state budget in 
the last 25 years had increased 
from $600 million to more than 
$6 billion under the present 
constitution. 


CLOWER 
ACKNOWL- 


EDGED that the salary com- 
mission 
concept 
has 
been 


rejected by voters in the past, 
but said that only 10 per cent of 


the registered voters decided an 
issue that affects the entire 
population. Calling that body a 
compromise, Clower said that 
the commission would only be 
able to recommend salary 
changes for state officials, and 
that the legislature, over which 
voters have control, would have 
to make the actual decision. 


Clower said opponents who 


claim that the judiciary article 
would provide for appointed 
judges 
are 
openly 


misrepresenting the document. 
Reading passages from the 
proposal, he detailed the list of 
judges that will still be elected. 


"I FAIL TO SEE how people 


can say we are going to appoint 
judges in the face of reading 
this constitution," Clower said. 


One of the major charges 


against the proposal is that, for 
the first time, it will allow 
Texas to finance state projects 
with deficit spending. But 
Clower said the present con- 
stitution already allows that in 
school financing, with tuition- 
backed and building use-backed 
bonds. 


"The board of regents at 


Texas colleges already have the 
power of deficit spending for the 
state without legislative con- 
trol," Clower explained. "They 
can now borrow against tuition 
that will have to be paid by the 
state if the college cannot meet 
its obligations." 


Clower said the proposed 


constitution would eliminate 
such loans and place the 
responsibility for any such 
spending 
with 
elected 


representatives. 
As to the 


provision 
for 
"equal 


educational 
opportunity," 


Clower invited anyone who 
doesn't believe we already have 
such a law to witness the federal 
government's 
handling of 


desegregation in Dallas and 
other Texas cities. 


TWO 
MORE 
CON- 


TROVERSIAL 
items, 
the 


provision for a goal of statewide 
medical care and a com- 
mitment to protect the en- 
vironment, have been distorted 
and blown out of proportion, 
Clower 
said. 
Calling 
the 


medical care provision "a goal 
rather than a program," Clower 
said it was just that and nothing 
more. As to the environment, he 
said that that was also already 
in effect in Texas and governed 
by the Water Quality Board and 
Air Quality Board. 


In general, Clower said he 


would prefer that the con- 
stitution pass or fail on its own 
merits rather than on the words 
of those with something to gain. 


"There has been the most 


confusing, 
unintelligible 


rhetoric about this that I've 
ever seen," he said. "I would 
prefer that it either pass or fail 
by an intelligent consideration 
rather than this rhetoric."

with the new document, Clower 
said such claim was simply 
untrue. 


"The 
Legislature 
is 
a 


reflection of the people who sent 
them there," he noted, "and is 
the body most responsive to the 
people who send them there."

MALAKOFF — Construction 


on Texas Utilities' Forest Grove 
Steam Electric Station, located 
six miles Northeast of Malakoff, 
should begin sometime this 
Spring, but speculation has it 
that a second plant may also be 
constructed near here.

Commissioner Leo Kinabrew 
said he is negotiating with 
Penn-Burro both on the mining 
operations and possible con- 
struction of a plant. 
"Our 


thinking is that they're going to

have to build a plant somewhere 
because 
the 
plants 
they 


currently operate are run by 
gas and not lignite. So why not 
build it near the lignite rather 
than somewhere else," he said. 


An entourage of Penn-Burro 


officials have been staying in 
the Athens area for the past 
several weeks, although the top 
man 
there, 
Vice-President 


Kirby Ash, could not be reached 
for comment. Efforts to reach 
Penn-Burro President Daniel A. 
Peevy in Houston also were 
unsuccessful. 


Although Texas Utilities and 


Dow Chemical are also buying 
several lignite leases in the 
area, Penn-Burro does seem to 
be the most active leasor. A 
spokesman for Dow, which in

another plant there.

was to have begun this summer, 
but a water well and a weather 
tower are all that have been 
done so far.

mining of the soft lignite coal 
would have to begin by late 1979 
or 1980 for this reason.

DETROIT (AP) — General 


Motors' earnings in the third 
quarter rose nearly 15 times 
higher than disastrous year-ago 
levels to $243 million, marking 
one of the most dramatic finan- 
cial turnarounds in the auto gi- 
ant's history. 


At the same time, a still- 


struggling Chrysler Corp., in 
part a victim like the other 
U.S. auto makers to GM's re- 
newed strength in the market, 
disclosed on Tuesday a record 
third-quarter loss of $79 million. 
It was the fifth consecutive loss 
period for the nation's No. 3 
car company and pushed its 


losses since the summer of 1974 
to a record $313 million. 


Chrysler Chairman John J. 


Riccardo expressed optimism 
the firm would turn a modest 
profit in the fourth quarter. 


But he said Chrysler may 


take "extraordinary actions" 
concerning operations likely to 
remain in the red. Such steps 
might mean another quarterly 
loss to insure the firm's long- 
term profitability, he said. 


Riccardo did not elaborate, 


but industry analysts inter- 
preted his statement as a refer- 
ence to the firm's financially 
troubled British 
subsidiary, 


which lost $32 million in the 
first six months of 1975. 


Ford Motor Co., which re- 


leases its third-quarter results 
on Thursday, is expected to 
show a decline in profits from 
last year. American Motors 
Corp. reports its results next 
month. 


Meanwhile, industry analysts 


estimated U.S. car production 
next month would drop from 
last year's weak levels to the 
lowest output for a nonstrike 
November since 1960. 


The cautious production plans 


come despite recent improve- 
ments in car sales, indicating 


company planners are less opti- 
mistic about the strength of the 
new-car market than 
their 


spokesmen, who have predicted 
dramatic sales gains for fall 
and winter. 


Analysts say the firms plan 


to build about 600,000 cars in 
November, ddwn 2.5 per cent 
from 615,000 last year. 


GM, the world's largest auto 


maker, also reported Tuesday 
it had record sales of $8.3 bil- 
lion in the July-September peri- 
od, up 20 per cent from the 
same 1974 period. 


A year ago, GM — hardest 


hit of the U.S. auto makers by 


the industrywide sales slump — 
turned a meager profit of $16.7 
million, or 5 cents a share, its sion. 
worst return for a nonstrike 
year since 1940. 


"It has really provided a re- 
sounding defeat to the reces- 


GM's latest earnings of 84 


cents a share, substantially 
higher than financial analysts 
had anticipated, were 
the 


fourth highest for the period 
since World War II and ap- 
proached GM's third-quarter 
record of $267 million set in 
1973. 


"GM has exceeded every- 


body's expectation," said an in- 
vestment counselor in Detroit. 


Analysts credited the firm'? 


rapid recovery to an efficien. 
cost-cutting program, including 
the layoff of thousands of work- 
ers, and greater strength in the 
small-car market due to an un- 
precedented shift away from 
big-car production. 


This year, GM has increased 


its share of the domestic car 
market to more than 53 per 
cent, much of its business com- 
ing from Chrysler.

Officers forced 


out of Army seek 


to be reinstated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


regulation that Army officials 
failed to follow may force the 
Pentagon to reinstate more 
than 2,300 career officers who 
were turned down for promo- 
tion and told they must leave 
the service. 


The Army is refusing to per- 


mit the officers to remain on 
active duty while the issue is 
decided. Some already have be- 
come civilians. 


The career men are all cap- 


tains, majors and warrant offi- 
cers who were twice considered 
for promotion and passed over 


during an era of decreasing 
military manpower. An officer 
passed over for promotion 
twice must retire. 


During his tenure as Army 


secretary, Howard H. Callaway 
pressed the service to cut back 
sharply on the size of its officer 
corps while simultaneously pro- 
moting younger men. Callaway 
resigned in July to head Presi- 
dent Ford's election campaign. 


Since then, an organization of 


about 500 Army officers has ac- 
cused Callaway of ignoring fed- 
eral law and Army regulations 
in the way promotion boards 


were convened from January 
1974 through last summer. 


Army Maj. Douglas Maxfield, 


organizer of the Promotion Re- 
search Committee, says, "Cal- 
laway disregarded the Army's 
own regulations and sacrified 
thousands of perfectly good ca- 
reers." 


He says Callaway forced out 


the officers before they ac- 
cumulated 18 years of service, 
saving millions of dollars in re- 
tirement payments. 


A federal judge in Baltimore 


has ordered an Army records 
corrections board to rule by 


Jan. 1 on the complaints raised 
by Maxfield. 


Among the issues before the 


board is a discovery by Max- 
field that with one minor ex- 
ception, while Callaway was 
Army secretary there were no 
reserve officers appointed to 
promotion boards. Among the 
major duties of the Army sec- 
retary is to set guidelines on 
the composition of the promo- 
tion boards and what kind of of- 
ficers should be promoted. 


Reserve officers are less as- 


sured of promotion than regu- 
lar Army officers. Many regu- 


lar Army officers are West 
Point graduates, but reserve of- 
ficers most often earn commis- 
sions in colleges or from Offi- 
cer Candidate Schools.

Biorhythms newest 
kink for people 
planning lives 


NEW 
YORK 
(AP)

Biorhythms, theoretical human 
cycles used to explain those fa- 
miliar ups and downs of life, 
are being touted as the latest 
way to chart your way around 
physical, emotional and in- 
tellectual troubles. 


Many scientists and psy- 


chologists say biorhythm theo- 
ries are pure pseudo-scientific 
bunk akin to astrology, but 
some industries and thousands 
of individuals are nevertheless 
preparing monthly biorhythm 
charts or having computers do 
it for them. 


Proponents, many of them 


engaged in the business of sell- 
ing biorhythm charts, claim 
biorhythm cycles begin at birth 
and can be plotted throughout 
life. 


They say three rhythms — 


physical, emotional and in- 
tellectual — are 
fixed into 


cycles of 23, 28 and 33 days re- 
spectively. When drawn on a 
chart with the days of the 
month, the cycles appear as 
curves. 


Like astrology, the individ- 


ual's birthdate is needed to be- 
gin the chart, in addition to the 
month and year for which the 
information is sought. As the 
theory goes, there are six "crit- 
ical" days each month when 
extra care should be used in 
one's action and thoughts. On 
the chart, these days appear 
where the curve crosses the 
middle of the chart. 


Although first charted in the 


latter part of the 19th Century 
by Herman Swoboda, a Vien- 
nese psychologist, and later by 
Wilhelm Fleiss, a Berlin physi- 
cian, no one really knows how 
biorhythm originated or who 
came up with the fixed periods 
of 23, 28 and 33 days. 


"I'm convinced these cycles 


exist," said George W. Houk, 
vice president of Psi Rhythms, 
Inc. "Everyone seems to know 
they're there, but no one knows 
why they're there." 


Houk has sold over 2,000 kits 


at 
$3.95 each for plotting 


biorhythm curves. He said he 
started his firm after learning 
of Japan's interest in the sub- 
ject and seeing a potential for 
profit. 


The Ohmi Railway Co. and 


other Japanese firms prepare 
biorhythm charts of their em- 
ployes for use in accident pre- 
vention. One Japanese 
bus 


company posts the biorhythm 
charts of its drivers daily so 
they can use extra care or not 
drive at all when the curves 
are low or critical. 


Bernard Gittelson, president 


of Biorhythm Computers, Inc., 
has devised a method for pre- 
paring biorhythm charts by 
computer. He has sold more 
than 50,000 charts at $9.95 for a 
12-month chart and says he has 
been a consultant to corpo- 
rations and airlines concerning 
the use of biorhythms for acci- 
dent prevention. 


"I find it valuable because 


we have been able to reduce 
accidents in factories by warn- 
ing people not to work on criti- 
cal days," he said. "We find 
doctors are able to almost pre- 
dict when a schizophrenic will 
have a tantrum. I have teach- 
ers tell me they have given in- 
telligence tests to students and 
tell me when they are in- 
tellectually 
high 
or . in- 


tellectually low." 


According to Gittelson, who 


recently published a book on 
the subject containing charts 
and instructions for plotting 
biorhythms, there are more 
than 5,000 firms here and 
abroad engaged in the practice. 
But American firms which 
have tried it are hard to find.

aid to financially troubled cities 
was blasted as "unfair and un- 
constitutional plunder of re- 
sponsible citizens for the bene- 
fit of the irresponsible" in a 
resolution passed Tuesday by 
the Texas Municipal League, a 
powerful organization of major 
Texas cities. 


The resolution, which passed 


despite an effort to temper the 
language, strongly denounced 
federal aid for bankrupt cities 
and was cheered by the 155 
Texas mayors and city coun- 
cilmen attending the general 
meeting of the league. 


Dallas Mayor Wes Wise, who 


said he favored the sentiment, 
but deployed the language, pro- 
posed 
an 
amendment 
that 


would tone down the wording. 
The amendment was defeated. 


"The city of Dallas sees no

Energy Advisory Council says 
solid waste reclamation repre- 
sents a vast, untapped reservoir 
of minerals and energy. 


Alvin Askew said Tuesday the 


garbage of cities and counties 
should be seriously considered 
as an alternate source of energy 
and materials.

much less refining and process- 
ing, he said, and this 
vast amounts of energy.

ernments."

whelming show of hands and 
was cheered.

The proposition en- 
hances the power of cities to 
govern themselves. 


The vote came on a substi- 


tuted resolution that headed off 
an expected battle over another 
.•esolution that would have sup- 
ported the entire constitution. 


The league's resolutions com- 


mittee earlier voted to support 
the new constitution in its entir- 
ity, but the issue passed the 
committee by only one ballot. 


With 155 cities present and 


voting, delegates prepared for 
a battle in the general session. 


But Dallas Mayor Wes Wise 


offered a way out of the ex- 
pected conflict, and the dele- 
gates snapped it up. 


Wise proposed a substitute 


resolution, supporting only pro- 
position six, and told the dele- 
gates the rest of the proposed 
constitution parts were "state- 
wide issues" unrelated to cities. 


"I urge you to unify around 


one proposition we can sup- 
port," he said. 


It passed with a show of 


hands. 


The delegates also voted ap- 


proval of a powerfully-worded 
resolution against granting fed- 
eral aid to any bankrupt city 
or state. The vote came after 
another compromise 
attempt 


by Dallas Mayor Wise failed. 


The resolution states that fed- 


eral aid should be refused.for 
local governments that refuse 
"to tax its own citizens to pay 
for the services that those citi- 
zens demand" and calls such 
federal aid "unfair and uncon- 
stitutional plunder of respon- 


sible citizens for the benefit of 
the irresponsible." 


"The city of Dallas sees no
